Sulem, Mass, in the perlod In which
thelr owners were developlng Amerl-
can trade with distant parts of the

enrth, followlng both peace treatles
with England.
In 1700 the ship Mt. Verunon of

Salem mude n profit of £100,000, four
timoes her orlginal cost, on a slugle
round trip to Chinn, going out with
sugar, and returning vin the Medlter-
ranenn, where she took on siiks and
wines for the Americun market.

The owner of the Mt,
Hasket Derby, divd while she was on
this voynge aud left an estate valued
at £1.000,000, the largest Amerlean
fortune to that time,

Snlem captulng were ooer on the
alert for new ventures In those days
of rich profits. When In 1785 Capt.
Jonathan Cuarnes of Sulem heurd by
way of gossip when ushore at Barce-
lona, Spaln, that pepper grew wild on
the consgfs of Sumutra, he noted the
inl‘nrmul{un carefully. On his arrival
lome e finpirted §t to Junathan Peele,
i Sulem merchant, who forthwith fit-
ted out the schooner Rajnl, and dis-
pitched her to Sumatra,

The Rajoh brought back the first full
cargo of pepper to be lunded In Amer-
fen, and her owner reaped the tidy

his Investment.

Certaln ships, known for thelr lucky
voyages, made fortunes for thelr own-
ers, One famous In the uunalg of that
period wans the ship George—kuown us
the “Salem frigute”—which made regu-
lnr voynges to the East Indles for 22
years, aceomplishing 21 voyages 1o all,
and earnvd o furtune for George Pea-
body, afterward fumous as a milllon-
! pire phllanthroplst.

She
lind the reputation of ecarrying the
most (ntelligent crews to be found any-
where—except possibly on certain oth-
or Amerlean ehips—nand was famed for

When she salled on her first voyage
to Indin, In 1815, hardly a man in her
crew was twenty-one years old, yet
vach was an experienced senmnan, and
nearly every one was a navigator,

Of the sallors who served on her in
her long and prosperous career, 45 be-
came captalns, 20 chief mates, and six
gevond mates. Thomas M. Saunders,
who served on her as a boy, passed
through every grade—of ordinary and
nble seaman, third, gecond and chief
mute—and ultlmately became her cap-
taln,

The canse of the George has been
cited as an example of the beneflelnl
effect of continued prosperity on a na-
tion's merchant marine,
